JRepeatmg Pistols. 


The following is the text of the President's veto 


message— 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11, 1870.} 
Vo THE SEVATB op THE INITED STATES — 
I return herewith, without my approval, the 
Senate bill No. 27% entitled "An act for tbe rellei of 
Rollln White" ror tbe reasons aet forth m the 
»cconiDanying cammonicatlon, dated December 11, 
1869, 
from the Chief of Orduauce. 
U. S. ORAVr. 


The communication referred to is addressed to the 


Becretary or War and states that in the year 186a Mr. 
White made an improvement in repeating pistols, 
among other things extending the chambers of the 
rotating cylinder through to the rear, so as to enable 
the chambers to bs charged at the rear by hand 
or by a seir acting charger 
The patents ex 


ptred by limitation April 3,1869, and thus the inven- 
tion became public prouerty. The validity or the 
patent has been a Qo.estion ror some years, and It is 
understood tt was affirmed by the Supreme Court only 
by a tie vote. The bill authorizes the Commissioner 
or Patents to reheat and at*<,rmiuethe application or 
Rollln White for aa extension m ii13 letters patent 
issued in 1865. fhe applicant urges r-iewal on the 
ground that he has not been sufficiently 
sated. Smith & Wesson, the manufacturers bi 
arm, have returned all income, amounting in the 
Aggregate to about $1,030 000, on which White has 
received a royalty or nearly $71,000. For these and 
other reasons General Dyer opposes tho extension,

In reply to rregaent inquiries made by local reve- 


nue officers ana others, the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue decrees that persons engaged in tbe busi- 
ness or purchasing leal tobacco, which they consign 
to commission house agents or other persons, to be 
sold on their account, are liable to par the special 
lax or twenty three dollars aa dealers m leaf to- 
bacco, under the provisions ol the fifth ninth section 
of the act of July 30, 1863, and. that the liability la 
incnrml, notwithstanding tbe sales are made 
through the agency or persons or firms who have 
themselves paid special tax its dealers in leaf tobac- 
co. The same princlp'e is held to apply to persons 
selling distilled spirits through commission houses 
or other agencies. The lale made to the agent is 
deemed and held to be the principal sale, ami he Is 
required to pay a special tax thereon as a liquor 
dealer.

by which Mr. Weua sustained his theory, though, not 
wanting In ingenuity, was very simple. It was to

nou. Every one-knew that wheat and flour, 
aud cotton and woollen goods are cheaper now than 
tnan they were In 1880, but Mr. Wells' theory was 
that as there was a difference la the market value 
or gold and greenbacks, commodities or domestic 
production ought to ba dearer. Applying thia 
theory* to such racts as he saw fit to represent, 
he mtmrned tuat they were dearer, and so established 
the melancholy warning to all persona proposing to 
emigrate that thla waa not the country to wWca 
they should come. Ifo demonstration or theraUity 
of his theory or or Its absurdity Induced him to hale, 
buc m spite or these he pressed onward and spoiled 
his theory in every case. We prommeaccaaract»rls- 
tica of Mr. Wells' report were audacity and advocacy 
of the Interests or England and of her American 
co oDles. That it was ingenious and plausible could 
not be dented, out it did not, in nis judgment, 
furnish 
proof 
or ilr. Welia' possession of 
well grounded convictions on industrial questions. 
Mr. Wells had been abroad In his official capacity, 
and had doubtless availed himself or the ability or 
the large array of able and well paid counsel In the 
service or our transatlantic rivals. Whether he had 
been also retained by them was ror the present tne 
subject or conjecture; but that he enforced the wishes 
oi tne English manufacturers there was abundant 
evidence in the report. The most audacious or Mr. 
Wells' assertions, and one that pervaded the whole 
report, was that customs duties were always a tax 
on the consumer, increasing the price of the im- 
ported article and enabling the Home producer to 
realize undue profits by keeping production steadily 
below tne current command ror the commodity. 
Mr. Keuey proceeded to criticize and to refute this 
assertion by relerence to the hlstoij or tne Iron and 
steel trade in this country and in England. 
In reference to the coal trade Mr. Keiley undertook 
to show that there-was a palpable desire evident on 
the part oi Mr. w el's to promote the interests of tea 
English North American colonies, which he desig- 
nated as the asylum or our toes in war and the base 
or illicit operations aptinst our revenue system In 
peace. He described the present discontent and Im- 
poverished condition or the British Nona American 
provinces, and attributed that condition to the 
repeal or the reciprocity Teaty. That treaty, he said, 
had been forced upon the country by Soutnern poli- 
ticians and planters to promote the prosperity or 
the provinces at the cost or the Northern states or 
the Union. It 
bad been specially designed 
aa a blow at the prosperity or the fanners and stock, 
breeder^ or the Northwest. It had been admirably 
adapted to accomplish its purposes, and the period 
of its duration haa been that of the greatest growth 
of Britain's power along- the American borders. 
1 hat treaty had been, rescinded. Did Mr. 'Wells pro- 
pose to renew ifcp No; that would be rraak and not 
in accordance with his practice. He- moved stealth- 
ily towardMjls sinister objects: 
He was a pro- 
tective Jrce trader—a] rree trade protectionist—a 
disciple or Henry Clay, but an advocate or the iTen 
trade dogmas of John 0. Calhoun. He did not pro- 
pose a renewal or the reciprocity treaty, but taking 
the leading staples ot the provinces separately he sub- 
mitted specious but lalae reasons ror the i einoval or 
all duties rrom each or them. He would give the 
the people ol the provinces tne benedts which they 
had derived rrom the reciprocity treaty, without 
stipulating ror any or the raw benefits wnich It had 
brought to big own countrymen. To aoopt these 
recommendations in their behair would be to pay 
from -toe Treasury of tbe United States annually to 
tne colonist* rrom six to ten rajnion dollars as a 
coQatderittton ror their continued submission to 
British legMlatiOn mod coloniar'pollcy. They were 
tending toward tho Union. They had beeu aiien 
enemies during tbe war, bnt million* J>f th»u» now 
desired to b« friend! and rellow-couutrymen. The 
n ay to promo ta (bat consummation ' so devoutly to 
be wished" waa 10 let them Kuow that th« avenue to 
free trade with ttia United States was through an- 
nexation.

slzned desires to call the a'teation ol Mr. Boberca, 
as it may in. its possible oneiauon involve serious 
complications between the government of bpam ana 
that of the United btates. I: purports to be issued 
in oruerto put an end to an insurrection lathe 
island of Cuao, which tha United States have hitlier- 
to treatad only as a civil i emulation within the do- 
minions of bpain, that did. not give rise to what are 
understood ai belligerent nzhts oa the part of 
either party to the conflict. Bat tne decree 
of the Captain General de Eodas assumes

the First" Napoleon and cousin of the Third 
that he was born in 1815, and that he is 
President of the Council General t>f Corsica. 
Though not wholly unknown in Paris his repu- 
tation is not great. In the matter with which 
his name is now connected he has shown some 
pluck and not a little of the old Napoleonic 
fire. It was our opinion when the news first 
reached us that the Prince must have hat 
severe provocation before he fired the snot 
which proved fatal. Later news has justified 
that opinion. The provocation seems, indeed, 
to hare been great The Prince may have 
used unguarded language before he received 
the slap in the face ftom Noir ; but the slap in 
the face having been given it was certainly 
difficult for a man of sjjirit— a man especially 
in the Prince's position, and writhing as he was 
under previous insults, and in the presence o: 
two desperate men — to resist the temptation o: 
using the pistol which he held in his hand. 
Most men, not cowards by instinct, would 
have acted precisely as he did. 


It is undeniable that with this crime M.

nd intelligent manner. From the aaswera 
iven ia reapoase to our correspondent's inter- 
ogatories we can form a pretty accurate idea 
f the present condition of affairs in South 
America. Seaor Lopez says, and with, much 
truth, that the war against Paraguay i« un- 
lopnlar not only ia the Argentina Confedera- 
tion, but also in Brazil. Of late prominent 
members of the liberal party in the Brazilian 
impire have expressed themselves unqualifiedly 
against the further continuance of the wart 
Ms feeling is likely to increase. The people 
jomplain of the burdens of taxation, which ara 
yearly increasing.

To the 
housand dollar exemption ought to be added 
five hundred dollars for each child under 
Ighteen years of age, and for old or infirm 
3cr3on3 dependent upon the taxpayer. The 
law now does not operate equally upon differ- 
nt classes of the community according to 
neir means and demands upon them. Capi- 
alized wealth and large incomes from business 
an best bear the burden. We hope, if the 
income tax is to be continued, Congress will 
modify it in accordance with justice and the 
means of individuals.

Jt is reported that representatives of fore^n 


bankers in London and Frankfort have come 
toj|js couajry* wjth a view oj proposing to our 
government a four-aad,-a-half per cent loan, in 
tho event of the national 4?»t being reorgan- 
ized a,nd funded, agreeably to the suggestions 
submitted by Secretary Boutwell in his report 
to Congress. They state, it is said, that if the 
interest be made payable semi-annually in 
London, Paris and Frankfort they would be 
able to sell at least two hundred millions ol 
new stock bearing four and a half per cent 
interest. There seems, however, to be some- 
thing of a job in the proposition; for these 
foreign bankers want a commission, though 
they say it would be less than was paid for 
negotiating the sale of the five-twenties. We 
think it probable that not only two hundred 
minions of four and a half per cents could be 
placed in Europe, but that a thousand millions 
or more could. Such is the credit of the United 
States abroad. But the question is, on what 
terms would the proposed new stock be taken? 
Will these bankers or others take it at the pre- 
sent market price of five-twenties ? If not, 
what premium on that would they want? If 
we are to pay a high premium there would be 
little or no advantage in transferring the debt. 
Perhaps long-term bonds or annuities could 
be negotiated at par, or nearly so, with the 
present market price of five-twenties. This 
is a niea question for the Secretary of the 
Treasury and Congress to consider. 
Mr. 


Bontwell has not much knowledge of such 
financial operations, and unless he should be 
very careful he would ba overreached by the 
shrewd financiers of Europe and this country. 
Above all things let him beware of jobs. If a 
new stock is to be issued at a lower rate ol 
interest let the government advertise it to the 
world and hare its own agents to do the busi- 


The Wolf and the lamb. 


One of the little domestic dramas of which 


there are thousands, perhaps, now in pro- 
gress in the community, has just reached the 
explosive denouement in the elopement from 
this city of a pastor with a daughter of one of 
the members of his church.

TUo Great" Y^kon Klrcr of AJiuIui—t'np« 


tain Ua>>;?nil'» Report. 


General Sheridan Las submitted n report to 


the War Department from Captaia Charles 
TT. Raymond, of the Engineer corps, on tho 
great Yukon river of Alaska, giving the results 
of his reconnoissance. He was instructed to 
determine the geographical position of Fort 
Yukon, a post of the Hudson B»y Company, 
some two thousand miles, more or less, up 
the river from its mouth; to obtain as much 
information as practicable of the trade of tha 
river and its resources and of the number and 
disposition of the native tribes of the valley, 
the amount of trade carried on in Alaska by- 
the Hudson Bay Company, &e. He found 
Fort Yukon to be within the limits of our netf 
purchase, and so, in pursuance of instructions 
from the Treasury Department, the Hudaoa 
Bay Company were notified to leave. The 
trade of the country (the great main body oi • 
Alaska) is limited to furs. Agriculture ia out " 
of the question in those high and sunless lati- 
tudes, and the timber of the Yukon is small 
and of poor quality. The native Indians, ii 
further appears, are being rapidly killed off by 
the cold, in consequence, no doubt, ot tht 
whiskey introduced among them by the Hud- 
son Bay traders. 


The great Yukon river, however, in length 


and breadth is described (the Amazon firs! 
and the Mississippi second) as the third largest 
fresh water stream in the world, and enor- 
mous quantities of fish are found in its lowej 
portion and in all the inlets of the Alaskan 
seaboard. From the book of Captain Whimper 
(a British officer), published some time ago, ol 
his explorations of the Yukon, from the far 
interior to the sea, it win be seen that Captaia 
Raymond's report is sustained, both in regard 
to the length, breadth and volume of the river 
and the character of the country drained bj 
it. But still we desire to know something 
more of that hitherto unknown Arctic stream, 
and we wonld therefore again submit to Gen- 
eral Grant the propriety and expediency of 
detailing in the spring a special steamer, with 
a corps of scientific men and some newspaper 
reporters on board, for a regular exploration 
of the Yukon to the head of navigation. As 
the river flows through tho heart of Alaska, 
from the Eocky Mountains northwestward, all 
that is necessary to be known of that vast 
Territory would be learned by this river expe- 
dition.

The 
right honorable gentleman has just appointed 
pi elates to the sees of Winchester, Oxford, 
Exeter, Bath and "Wells, Salisbury, and Car- 
lisle, and is no doubt again communing with 
the Spirit in the invocation of an inspired 
guidance in the matter of finding a fil anil 
proper person to preside over the work of the 
cure of souls in Manchester. As the canon- 
ical "plum" is worth the yearly sum of four 
thousand two hundred pounds sterling, tha 
chief of the Cabinet, with the Lord Chan- 
cellor—who is "keeper of the conscience" of 
her Majesty the Queen, as the anointed Head 
of the Church—will have no trouble in obtain- 
ing candidates for the holy office, his chief 
difficulty, as it appears to us, lying in the fact 
that he can select only one, in corroboration, 
we suppose, of the grand biblical truth that 


'many are called but few are chosen," inter- 
preted according to the light of the Thirty- 
nine Articles. Premier Gladstone has beea 
officially most fortunate in the duty of the dis- 
posal of church patroaago, tho moribund pre-

He 
suffers in most venerable company, as will b9 
seea by our special letters and telegrams from 
Rome, for the Holy Father, Pope Pius IX., 
lasno less than thirteen cardinals'"hats" to 
dispose of; and the Christian world ia so 
anxious to secure an ecclesiastical display of 
that color, famous from the time of the lady of 
Babylon, at so many different points'—New 
York duly included—and all at the same time, 
;hat the good Pontiff must really be sorely 
perplexed. 
Mr. Gladstone can sympathize 


with him completely, aad as the Premier has 
jeen in Rome lately it would perhaps be a 
very good plan if the Pope should return tha 
visit in London and meet him in consultation 
on the great Church crisis which exists botfi 
n Great Britain and Ireland. The conference 
would perhaps be productive of an era of fra- 
lernity, if not of liberty and equality. Mr.

winter of 1S67 and the year 1863 she continued to 
render his life intolerable, causing him much bodily 
pain and slciiness. 
In 1S69 ne went to Europe for bis health, and when 
he came back several months afterwards he again 
consented to live with his wife hoping she would 
treat him better, but. that she immediately renewed 
her conduct, and oven again threatened his life. 
When he was suffering rrom hemorrhage of the 
lungs she would leave him alone in the room. Tbat 
under the advice of nts friends he was induced to 
come West for the benefit or bis health.

.acts. It appears that in four States tfte system o 
paying by tne sessloa prevails, and the laagta o 
the sesswas in tho,se States are respectively forty 
live, sixty-seven, one hundred and two and arty- 
eiifiit days-an average for the foar of slxty-ei-.'fit 
dajs. There are nineteen States which have annual 
sessions, nnd the average duration Is nearly seveuty- 
scvea days. The average length of sessions la the 
sevcateen States tue Leslsiaturea ia which meet only 
once in two .years is ninety-ewht daj-s; bat if tuo 
exceptional case of onio were excluded the average 
would be ocly elghty-eigat days. Five States adopt 
a system of reducing tue pay after a certain period 
or cutting it off altogether, in Illinois tbe session 
exceeded the proscribed period by twenty-five days; 
in Kansas, oae day; in Sew Jersey, forty-one days- 
la Oregon, two days; in New Torli, twenty-six 
days. The device does.not seem to have beea 
successful; bat the reason may be that in: tue 
three States which show a large excess above the 
limited term members depsnd npon other perquisites 
thaa.tuelrper (Kern allowance. Tho largest daily 
and aggregate pay to members is In California, tea 
dollars a day Bad $1,200 Jn all. llie other extreme 
is taxen by Khode Island, which allows only oae dol- 
lar a-dav, or slsly-nve dollars for the year past to 
each member. It Is not a little curious that fourteen 
States, excluding Tenaessea, which pars foar dollars 
ia gold, give tlielr members less t&aa nve dollars a 
day. - The average duration of sessions la tness 
States is flfty-eight and one-half days. Leaving out 
of the accoaat those which pay a flxedsnm there are 
eighteen States which give five dollars a day and 
upwards. In these the average length of sessions is 
113« days.

Observations for latitude were made, and, by ron; 
field computations, Fort Yukon was found to 
about eignty miles witain our territory. In accord 
ance wita the directions of the Treasnry Departmen 
the agents of the Hudson Bay Company were noti 
fled of the fact and directed to cease trading at th 
post. During the journey considerable information 
concerning tne Indian tribes was collected, which 
furnishes a data for constructing a map of that par 
of the country more reliable than any heretofore 
prepared. 
The Yukon river is described, as ti 
breadth and length, the tMrd largest river In thi 
world. With reierence to tae resources of Alaska 
Captain Raymond says agriculture is not among 
them. The timber of the Yukon is small and or poo 
quality. K is possible valuable minerals may be 
found on tbe tributaries of tha river. Enormous 
quantities of fish are found in the northern rivers 
but furs are the great resource of Northern Alaska. 


In concluding the report attention Is called to the 
prevalence of disease anl mortality among the In 
dlans, which la so serious as to threaten the ex 
tlncuon of many tribes. 1 heir reckless exposure t 
the severity of the climate I* the principal cause 
These facts are alarming, for without the assistance 
of the Indians the prolltable prosecution of the fur 
trade Is impossible.
